For answering Tuesday’s trivia question: What small device found in several 
Bread Loaf buildings kept the night watchmen accountable to their charged 
task of monitoring the campus for fire danger? Resident artist Barbara 
Farrell, wife of Director’s Assistant Travis Farrell, coughed up the correct 
answer: The Detex Watchclock Station. Look around the doorjambs for a D 
small metal box containing a key.

Two Kinds of Wonderful 


Lauded as “one of the most gifted poets of his generation,” Burlington native Dan 
Chiasson was educated at Amherst College and Harvard University, where he completed a 
Ph.D. in English. His first book of poems, The Afterlife of Objects, appeared in 2002. Also a 
widely published literary critic, he authored One Kind of Everything: Poem and Person in 
Contemporary America. He is the recipient of a Pushcart Prize and a Whiting Writers’ Award, 
and teaches at Amherst and Wellesley colleges. Mr. Chiasson will read tonight at 7:30 in the 
Barn. Paul Muldoon, one of our own poets laureate, will introduce Mr. Chiasson. Mr. 
Muldoon, poetry editor of the The New Yorker and Chair of the Lewis Center for the Arts at 
Princeton University, won the 2003 Pulitzer Prize for his Moy Sand and Gravel (2002), and 
his tenth collection, Horse Latitudes, appeared in the fall of 2006. The Times Literary 
Supplement has described Mr. Muldoon as “the most significant English-language poet born 


since the Second World War.”

The author of Victorian Poetry: Poetry, Poetics and Politics and The Radical Aesthetic, to name just 
two, Isobel celebrates the recent publication of her 2008 ground- (and window-!) breaking Victorian Glassworlds:

Dear Students and Faculty: 

‘I made a grievous error at-last night’s awards dinner for which I deeply apologies I somehow omitted 
mention of two of the most deserving recipients of named scholarships. Their citations are printed below. I beg 
their pardon, and I regret that this format doesn’t permit the applause from their colleagues that they richly 
deserved. -- Jim Maddox 


John M. Kirk, Jr. was both a Middlebury College graduate and a Bread Loaf student who died while he 
was still pursuing his Bread Loaf degree at Oxford. His parents, two of the most generous friends in Middlebury 
College’s history, established this scholarship in John, Jr.’s honor. A Bread Loaf professor wrote of this year’s 
Kirk Scholar: “She noticed that one of the main character’s interior monologues could be read as a creation myth, 
and she used the language of this myth to trace the steps in the character’s journey of self-discovery. The essay was 
a pleasure to read, not only for the way it illuminated the author’s novel but also for its luminous prose. Like the 
character she wrote about, the student herself did, indeed, shine.” The 2008 Kirk Scholar is Katie DiMarca. 


Ruth Walzer was a Bread Loaf graduate from whom the School had not heard in decades. At her death in 
the early 1990’s, however, she left the School one of the most handsome endowments in its history; her legacy has 
since allowed dozens of students to attend Bread Loaf. One professor wrote of this year’s Walzer Scholar in 
Vermont: “She is sheer pleasure in the classroom: bright, alert, prepared, frank, and engaging. She came to the 
material of the class absolutely fresh, yet found no bar to her active, intellectual approach to the literature or the 
critical and historical materials of the course. She could be relied on always to give a thoughtful and uncensored 
expression of her aesthetic and emotional responses to.tlie plays, without ever taking a naive approach. She has a 
gift for dealing directly and unpretentiously with reader responses to ethical situations in literature without losing 
her sense of genuine objectivity:and curiosity.” This exemplary student is Courtney Giknis.

Kool Kats Alex Levin, Diallo House, and Ismail Lawal Return to the Barn Tonight, 7:30 

Bread Loaf's own, pianist Alex Levin, and his jazz trio—bassist Diallo House and drummer 
Ismail Lawal—fresh from an appearance 51 Main in Middlebury, will once again delight audiences in 
the Barn. If you were one of the very few who missed their first Bread Loaf performance of the summer 
(comments overheard outside the Barn afterwards: "stunning," "mind-blowing," "cool..."), be sure to 
catch them tonight at 7:30. Two weeks ago you learned a little about Alex Levin and his music. Today 
we're profiling bass player Diallo House (thanks to Mark Elberfeld). 


Thirty-one-year-old Diallo House, the enchantingly mellow bassist with the Alex Levin Trio in 
Manhattan, says that being part of Bread Loaf as a musician and in the classroom is a holistic 
experience, one of a refreshingly different atmosphere in which he feels part of everything. 
Having attended the Alternative Community School in Ithaca, New York, House thrived on 
experiential, student-centered learning in a school where education emerges as a collective and 
communal experience (prefiguring Michael Armstrong's comment last week at the Bread Loaf 
Teacher Network meeting that “school is a cultural sight where one goes to make culture”); 
where middle schoolers are encouraged to take high school courses; and where democracy takes 
a tangible form of student-led committees. Inspired by a high school teacher, House went to 
college at SUNY-Cobleskill, where he studied wildlife and fishery, but his musical education 
began at home with his father, also a bassist, at age 12. Founder of Project Diallo, House co- 
founded Hot House Jazz in Albany, where he played with current Alex Levin Trio member 
Ismail Lawal, whose feature will appear in a future Crumb. House has appeared on close to 30 
recordings, and his favorite book is Siddhartha. Judging from responses to the trio's July 2 
performance, it is clear that Bread Loaf loves House music.
